1. The device according to claim 1 differs from the 

device known from US 5 836 465 (D3) , considered to 
be the closest prior art, by virtue of the 
features of the characterising part. 



A device of this type is advantageous in that a 
flange (as disclosed in document D3, figure 1, 
reference sign 106) for retaining the tamper-proof 
ring is no longer required. As a result, the neck 
of the container can be more simply moulded. 



No similar device is found in or obvious from the 
prior art, and claim i is therefore considered to 
satisfy the requirements of PCT Article 33(2) 
and 33(3) . 



1.1 Claims 2 to 18 are dependent on claim 1 and, in 

consequence, likewise satisfy the requirements of 
the PCT in respect of novelty and inventive step.
